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This decision is issued in response to applicants' "Request For Correction Of 
Inventorship" filed 29 May 2007, treated herein as a renewed petition under 37 CFR 1.182 to 
correct the name of the first inventor herein. No additional petition fee is required. 

BACKGROUND 

The procedural background for this application was set forth in the Decision mailed 
herein on 26 February 2007. That decision dismissed applicants' petition to change the name of 
the first inventor from Margit HILLER to Margit TELTSCHIK for failure to satisfy all the 
requirements of a grantable petition. Specifically, applicants had not provided the required 
statement from the inventor regarding the name change. In addition, the decision noted that the 
declaration materials filed herein were not acceptable in that they appeared to be a compilation 
of multiple documnets. 

On 29 May 2007, applicants filed the "Request For Correction Of Inventorship" 
considered herein as a renewed petition under 37 CFR 1.182 (with required extension fee). 

DISCUSSION 

The present submission includes the required statement from the inventor at issue in 
which this inventor confirms that her name has changed from Margit HILLER to Margit 
TELTSCHIK as a result of marriage. This satisfies the final requirement for a grantable petition 
under 37 CFR 1.182 to change the name of record for this inventor. 

The present submission also includes complete copies of the four-page declaration 
executed by each of the inventors, resolving the compilation defect discussed in the previous 
decision. In addition, based on the above correction of the first inventor's name, the declaration 
is no longer defective for failure to properly identify the inventors of record herein. 
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CONCLUSION 



Applicants' renewed petition under 37 CFR 1.182 is GRANTED. 

The name of record for the inventor identified in the international application as Margit 
HILLER is changed to Margit TELTSCHIK. 

Based on the correction of the inventor's name, the complete declarations submitted by 
applicants on 29 May 2007 can be accepted under 37 CFR 1.497. 

The application is being forwarded to the National Stage Processing Branch of the Office 
Of PCT Operations for further processing in accordance with this decision. The date under 35 
U.S.C. 371(c)(1), (c)(2), and (c)(4) is 29 May 2007. 
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
